o:fly conſider that they are butfora ſealon, your Digniy, Glory,

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durable, and they fly away, they will ſhortly leaie you, and you 
the world ; you muſt dye and go hence, and after Death come tv 
Judgment : - Thereſore People of all ranks and degres in this 
World, take heed of ruſhing into Evil, as you have done in times 
paſt,but without delay,learn to do-well, learn Righteovfneſs, whilſt 
God's Judgments re in the Earth, that if poſlible you may yer 
eſcape thoſe keavy Judgments and Plagues, which will come upon 
the Wicked and Ungodly, who then are found ungodly, they 

will reap the Fruit of their own doings. | 
But if the Spirit of Grace.ſtill ſtrive with thee Man and Wo- 
man, their is left ſome hope of Salvation ;' and ſo be awakned to 
ſtand up from the dead, and thy mind turned to God, from Dark- 
neſs, and the Devil's Temptations and Snares, where they are 
prepared ; and the Enemy layeth his Snares ſecretly in the dark 
Night, he catcheth and holdeth faſt multitudes of all Nations cap- 
tive: Mird the Light of Chriſt, the Light of Life, by which you 
may all come to ſee your way out of this Captivity,and obtain the 
freedom .and liberty out of this bondage and ſlavery to Sin and 
Satan, and by Chriſt Jeſus know abſolute and real Redemption 
through his Blood, ſhed as a Sacrifice for your Sins, and that it ef- 
feCtually redeems you from the power of Hell and Death, that 
. you may not dye in your Sins, butlive to God, hating of Sin and 
Evil all your dayes: The appearance .of God in the Spirit wait 
for the knowledge of, that will truly convince you all of your 
Sins, of your Righteouſneſs, and of judgment ; of Sin, becauſe 
you do not really believe in the Son of God, although you pro- 
feſs him, long have talked of him, alſo heard of him by the hear.

you out of by his ownSpirit,and that will acquaint you with God's 
Righteovineſs, that which is really of him, and is everlaſting, 
that you may poſleſs that, and be eſtabliſhed in that, and not hare 
-6n your own Kighteouſnels in your vain Imaginations; therefore 
will the Righteous God, by his appearance in Spirit conyince the 
, - world. 
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world of Judgment alſo; and the Prince of this World is judged, 
and the World's corrupt and erroneous judgment, through the 
appearance of the Spirit of. Truth being received, it diſcovereth 
th. World's judgment to be contrary to the judgment of Truth, 
and how the wrong judgment got up inthe world, that ſo People 


may ſee the deceir and darkneſs of this World's judgment, and 
that they. who are In 1t, have no jadgment in their goings, ſuch. 


have no right, divine or heavenly judgment, bur are in the Prince 
of this W olds dark judgment, that turneth againſt the Righte- 
cus Prince, and his Righteous Judgments, which are all true, juſt 
and faithful: And the Prince of Darkneſs, with his fallen Wil: 
dom and Judgment, by the coming of the Lord, in judgment ſhall 
be judged and condemned by that which convinceth the World of 
Judgment; for what but the Spirit of Truth can judge the Spirit 


of Error ?- and what but the righteous judgment of the Spirit of 
Truth, that bringeth Man and Woman to ſee their deceit, falfood 


and hypocriſie, to judge it down,end to fave out of it? And indeed 


what bnt want of the ſence and feeling of this, that cauſeth ma- 


ny to ſtumble at that that is good, even the pure Light of the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt? and-ſome do fall, and riſe not again, but fall 
into 21i/chjef and violent dealing, and it purſueth them, and cometh 
upon them in the hour of Gods Fudgments,the Inhabitants of the Earth 
will learn Righteouſneſs; And what but the want of the judgment 
of Truth and Righteouſneſs is the cauſe that Error ſo long in the 
world hath been taken and paſſed for Truth; and Truth hath been 
taken for Error, and condemned for it; People. calling good evil, 


and evil good, putting Light for Darkneſs, and Darkzeſs for Light : 
And therefore by the judgment of this world, it being dark, blind . 


and erroneous, from Age to Age hath the Wicked been juſtified ; 
and how have men endeavoured in moſt of the Governments of 
this World, ro take away the Righteouſneſs of the Righteous from 


them, having judged rather according to outward appearance, 


then given Righteous Judgment in matters and Cauſes of Diffe= 
rences in Religion and the worlhip of God ; but ſuch as are in the 
judgment of Truth and Righteouſneſs, neither can nor. will do ſo, 
but ſpeak of things, and judge with Righteous Judgment.

them, and puniſh them for the ſame with a ſore deſtruCtion, who

and Good-will towards mankind in general. Oh! how hath my 
Soul been often afflifted within me, becauſe of the Wickedneſs of 
the Wicked, diſcbedient and ungodly Men and Women, tolſee them

Therefore, O all ye wicked & nnzodly of the Earth, be ye warned,

. one of you, yet you do not ſee him, ror keew him, and that is the Con-

but darkneſs is loved rather than Light becauſe their deeds are evil. Novv it is 
as if ] heard the noiſe of Trumpetsſounding,and Drums beating an Alarm to bat- 
tle in many Kingdom and Nations, and the Sword drawn, to execute the Wrath 
of God, for Sin and Tranſgreſſion, by the ungodly committed, to the great if- 
pleaſure of the Almighty God,. who now will ſhew himſelf a terrible God, to the 
Workers of Iniquity, by Wars, Famine and Peftilence, with other Fudgements and 
Calemities, that God will bring upon many Citics and ſtrong Nations, to Þring 
down their Pride and Naughtineſs and. to abaſe them, for their fleighting and

him whilſt you are out of his holy Spirit, and Godly Fear, in your vain ſuper- 
Ritious and idolatrous wars of Worſhip, which are ſo unprofitable, and of no be= 
yefit ſpiritually to you, that vainly pretend to worſhip the living God, who is 
a 5Spirit, ard will be worſhipped and ſerved in the Spirit, and in the Truth,as it 
rs 111 Je'us; for their is no other acceptable worſhip or ſerving of God,” but in.his 
holy Spirit and Truth, which the Devil is out of, and all his Servants, are erred 
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F6m the Spirit bf God, and& doth £24. that God acceptably may be worſhip:

their Souls, - and. ehrofore cangot livingly move, or ad fpiritually jn'the ſervice 
or worſhip of God; but it ſeemeth to them as a ſtrange thing, and the pure Got 
hath but bliad and dead ſervice and worſhip from ſuch ; and indeed it is nomat- 
tel that fo many wite and learned menin Arts, Sciences, and natural Tongues are 
unskille4 and ignorant in ſpiritual waiting upon; ſerving and, worſhipping the 
living God, whilft they queſtion, whether any doth receive from God the gift 
of the holy Spirit now in thefe dayes; then let ſuch men in coolneſs of mind 
conſider, with what they adventure to ferve and worſhip God, and approach 
before him , not receiving the ſpirit , but will draw nigh to God, ſerve 


and worſhip him out of the ſpirtt; and what may you expe who are in- 


that deplorable ftate, but that the Lord ſhould fay unto you, who hath 
pequired ſuch Worſhip or Service from you ? now in this Goſpel day, the ſpirit of 
God being poured fourth ; Do you think{People) that God will be mocked with 
ſach ſervice or worſhip to be offered to-him, that doth appear but the fruits of 
the Fleſh, or ſowing tothe Fleſh ? O that you would come to ſee, and ſeriouſly 
ronfider that the Fleſlrprofiteth nothing, nor any of the fleſhly motions, ways, 
ſervices or worſhips of fallen man, performed in the Wiſdom of the Fleſh, al- 
though performed in never fo much skill and cunning outwardly, can give man 
acceptance with the Lord, nor canat all give Life to the Son}, for itsthe ſpirit 
that giveth Life, and this Spirit firtt muft be received by yon, and work a your 
Hearts to will and to do, before your Hearts canbe fitted or prepared, to ſetvg 
ot worſhip God acceptably : fo al] of you wait upon God for his holy ſpirit, re- 
ceive it into your Hearts, and no. tonger reje&t it, but in the filence of all Fleſh 
feel the, ſpirit of God to quicken'your mortal Bodies, that in and by the ſpirit 
'you to God may preſent your Bodies to him, and draw nigh to him with your 
Hearts fitted, and ſpiritually prepared, to offer to God ſpiritual ſacrifice, holy 
and acceptable in his ſight, who cannot he pleafed with Iniquity, nor the Works 
of it, intheir-ſervice or worthip : for Sin and Tniquity muſt be done away,before 
you carr graciouſly be received of the Lord, or know how to render to him the 
» calyes of your Lips, or draw nigh to him aright with your Tongnes or Lips ? 
why ſhould you hate to be reformed, or caſt off from you that whlch is good, 
to cleave fo the evil, and periſh therein? Beware of that, left the Lord utterly 
reje& you and caſt you out of his fight, and deprive you of his Mercy and Fevour, 
that he (upon your real Repentance and: Amendment of Life) would beftow
